WHAT IS A REASONABLE RENT? 








Much has been said about what 
constitutes a reasonable rent. Recent 
New York State legislation gave the 
courts certain discretionary powers 
to fix rents, which makes the ques- 
tion of vital all owners 
and users of real estate, There ought 
to be a sane and scientific method in 
determining what constitutes a rea- 
sonable return on real estate, says 
W. Burke Harmon in a booklet which 
he has prepared for the American 
Trust Company of New York for the 
purpose of working out such a meth- | 
od. In Mr. Harmon's opinion, 

“A rental that will yield a reason- 
able return on the value of a given 
piece of real estate can only be de- 
termined by a consideration of and |

“The market price of stock is the 
public measure of the value of the 
earnings of the corporation influenc- 
ed by the character of the assets, 
type of .management, etc. This is 
ordinarily easily ascertained if not 
publicly quoted.” 

Mr. Harmon takes a group of es- 
tablished representative corporations 
in different lines: The New York 
Central Railroad Company; the Na- 
tional Biscuit Company; American 
Tobacco Cémpany; American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph; International 
Harvester; Westinghouse Electric; 
General Electric; National Lead Com- 
pany; United Fruit Company; Wes- 
tern Union; Woolworth; American 
Agricultural Chemical; and Sears 
Roebuck. He tabulates the value of 
their common stock, of funded debt, 


and preferred stock, and net earn- 
ings, and percentages of profit on 
entire capitalization. He then fig- 


ures in the market value of common 
stock so as to translate the percent- 
age of earnings to a basis of 100 per 
cent or par value. He thus arrives 





at the actual percentage of profit 
made on each $100 invested in se- 
curities. In the case of the New 
York Central, for instance, it is 8.6 


per cent; in the case of the Inter- 
national Harvester it is 7.5; General 
lectric makes 13.5; Sears Roebuck, 
13.1, ete. The average earnings of 
these thirteen representative corpor- 
ations is 11.8. 

In the case of real estate, the saine 
result can be obtained by eliminating 
the mortgage indebtedness and capi- 


talizing the mortgage in with the 
equity. Mr. Harmon repeats that “in 
order to attract capital to real-estate 


investments, a return must be per- 
mitted equal to that which the same 
amount of capital would earn in oth- 
er forms of security. Any attempt 
to force real estate to take a lower 
return than is received on coporate 
securities of like character will be 
destructive and disastrous in the long 
run.” His figures show that it is 
necessary, on the average, for a well- 
managed commercial corporation ‘to 
earn 11.8 per cent, not on its com- 
mon stock, but on its entire capital 
in order to maintain the value of 
its common stock at par.” Applying 
this argument to real estate: 

“A tpasonable return would be 
represe,ted by a net income of 11.8 
per cent on the total value of a given 
piece of property ‘after deducting all 
carrying charges; intluding taxes and 
a moderate allowance for deprecia- 
tion or obsolescence. A “reasonable 
return” on an equity in real estate 
should be higher, increasing some- 
waht as the equity or margin of 
safety decreases. Given a sound ba- 
sis for computing a reasonable re- 
turn on a free and clear real estate, 
one may closely

“The conclusions reached in this 
study can be thus stated: 

“Major Premise--Equity in real es- 
tate is essentially the same as com- 
mon stock in a corporation. 

Minor Premise-—A corpvration must
